The berelgn Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


PORTUGAL May Increase Imports of Milling Quality Wheat. Reduced 
Portuguese wheat crop prospects may mean increased purchases of high quality 
milling wheat during 1988/89 (July/June). However, this development may not 
benefit the United States since Portugal has in the past bought subsidized 
wheat from Saudi Arabia and lower priced wheat from Canada. Portugal is 
forecast to import 650,000 tons of wheat in 1988/89 (July/June). During 
1987/88 (July/June), Portugal imported an estimated 450,000 tons of wheat, 
including 200,000 tons from Saudi Arabia, about 100,000 tons from Canada and 
about 110,000 tons from the United States.

Subsidy Authorized for BRAZILIAN Rice Exports. Brazil has allocated 
about U.S.$7.3 million to subsidize the export of an estimated 440,000 tons of 
long-grain rice held in government stocks. This is expected to be done 
through a national auction of the stocks beginning next week. Since January, 
the government has been trying to develop an export mechanism to reduce stocks 
and free much-needed storage space. In April, the government planned to 
subsidize the export of nearly 1 million tons of rice; however, those plans 
were put on hold, apparently because of the large subsidy required (estimated 
at U.S.$67 million) given the low quality of some of the rice. If these 
exports materialize, the United States could be faced with unexpected 
competition in Europe and Africa, the likely destinations of the Brazilian 
rice.

MEXICO Buying U.S. Beef and Cattle. Mexico is buying 25,000 U.S. 
beef carcasses and 5,000 live cattle to be slaughtered in Mexico. The 
purchases will be handled by private agents on behalf of the Mexican 
government. Delivery of the first carcasses was to begin June 30, with al] 
Shipments to be completed by early August. The first contract reportedly was 
for about 9,000 carcasses but could be expanded to 25,000 carcasses. The 
prices are reported at 90 cents a pound for standard grade and 98 cents a 
pound for choice grade, with shipment free-on-board Mexico City. It is also 
reported that the first contract for live cattle was for 1,500 head with 
shipments to begin immediately. The total value of all purchases when 
completed is estimated at about $16 million for the carcasses and $4 million 
for the cattle. Mexico is making these purchases to offset pee domestic 
meat prices. They will solidify Mexico's position as the second largest 
market for U.S. beef.

Butter and Nonfat Dry Milk Stocks Continue To Decline in EUROPEAN 
COMMUNITY. The European Community's (EC) butter and nonfat dry milk (NDM) 
stocks have dropped to the lowest level in several years. On June 16, total 
butter stocks (government-owned plus private stocks receiving government 
storage aid) totaled 572,000 tons, the lowest level since 1983 and well below 
the peak of 1,542,000 tons reached in August 1986. Government-owned stocks of 
NDM totaled 125,000, also the lowest in many years and far below the high of 
1,068,000 tons on hand September 1986. Available (uncommitted) inventories of 
NDM owned by the EC were down to 40,000 tons on June 16. By comparison, U.S. 
government-owned stocks amounted to 92,000 tons of butter and 19,000 tons of 
NDM on June 17, 1988. 


The sharp decline in EC stocks of butter and NDM has been brought on 
by the milk quota system introduced in 1984 and the EC Commission's 
determination to eliminate surplus dairy stocks. The minimal stocks of NDM 
being held by the EC and the lowering of EC export subsidies have helped boost 
world prices for NDM to levels above U.S. domestic prices and opened the door 
for commercial exports of milk powder. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 

During the week of June 27, the dollar traded higher against all 
major currencies--some at the highest level for the year-to-date. The U.S. 
export performance is seen as the major factor that has over-shadowed the U.S. 
drought and the impact of higher interest rates in Europe this week.
